tofore sold and conveyed (under a like act hereto). The proceeds Iowa City.
of such sales to be by said trustees appropriated towards the
erection of a building for said church for its use as a house of
worship, or towards the founding of a public library at Iowa City,
ae a donation to the state historical society, in order that the pur-
poses of the original grant of said property by the act of the ter-
ritory of Iowa, of January 8th, 1844, may be carried out.

Skc. 2. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, shall Publication,
be in forca from and after its publication in the State Leader and
Des Moines Register, at Des Moines, Iowa, such publication to
be without expense to the state.
